SUBJECT: Polish views on US-Chinese Talks 

1. In separate conversation at official luncheon February 18, 1 mentioned 
Chicon's postponement of ^3&^ meeting to Deputy Foreign Minister WINIEWICE. 
He commented that "many people both in Warsaw and Moscow will be relieved 
at news". He went on to say that he thought Soviets were very worried about 
prospect of US-Chicon rapprochement. 

2. When I asked WINIEWICE if he did not favor such rapprochement, he replied 
that it depended on our intentions. If we wished to play off Chinese against 
Soviets, as had been suggested in US press, then he thought it would be 
harmful. 

3. I said we hoped for good relations with all countries. So far as Communist 
China concerned, if she could be brought over long term to become responsible 
member world community, particularly in such matters as disannament, this 
would seem to be desirable goal. WINIEWICE agreed, although without much 
enthusiasm. 



4. WINIEWICE mentioned that Polish representatives in North Viet-Name have 
reported "greatly increased" Chicon activity there in recent weeks, but he was not 
specific on details. 
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
